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GUEST EDITORIAL 
JUST ONE OPINION

The amateur license classes and tests were originally intended 
to display the amount of learning and knowledge that an amateur 
possessed. The original classes were similar to high school and 
college classes. In the past you had to have one license a year 
before you could apply for your upgrade. Today, I am sure that 
you have heard of individuals going from novice to extra in one 
sitting. In bygone years the ability to copy Continuous Wave (CW) 
was considered a necessity, so it was an important part of the 
examinations that you had to pass. 

Today, with the no-code license and the handicapped license it 
begins to appear that the ability to copy and send CW no longer is 
as necessary, nor as important, as in the past. Even though, to the 
best of my knowledge, International Rules still specify that this is 
a requirement for licensing on the high frequencies. Of course, 
the no-code license is for operation in the 30 MHz and above 
portion of the spectrum, so they still comply with the In- 
ternational Rules. 

Today, you are given the various tests by other amateurs 
under the Voluntary Examiners Guidelines. I am not qualified to 
say if this is good or bad. Like you, I too have heard rumors of 
license buying and other things, but I still believe that they are 
trying to do a good job. I do feel that the ability to go from one 
license class to another without any actual experience or practice 
on the amateur frequencies is wrong. Good operating procedures 
cannot be obtained by reading a book. I would be willing to bet 
that most of the violations today are in operating practices and 
procedures area. 

While we are at it, do you feel that the extra and advanced 
class operators are more learned in the Part 97 Rules and 
Regulations, than the-general class? In my experience I have 
found that the Rules and Regulations are interpreted differently 
by each and every operator. It seems that they interpret them to 
fit the situation thta they are in. ; 

I believe that it’s safe to say that the extra class operator has 
shown that he can copy and send code at 20 words-per-minute. 
However, I know of several novices, generals and advanced-class 
operators who can also do this. They just haven’t chosen to take 
the test because they haven’t felt a necessity to do so or they have 
trouble with the theory test. I do feel that the extra CW 
frequenices given to the extra class is well deserved. 

I do believe that the extra voice frequencies given to the extra 
and advanced class operators is deserved. It seems that the only 
requirement that is necessary to operate on the voice frequencies 
is the ability to talk. Actually that is a problem, you can’t shut 
some of them up. It doesn’t seem to matter that there is very little 
in the theory tests concerning the practice and procedures for 
voice communications. The minute they push the mic button they 
are experts. If you don’t believe me, just ask them.

Part One 
INTRODUCTION 
A. What is traffic and who handles it? 

1. The correct term is ‘‘formal, written message traffic.” 

2. “Formal” is that each message is done in a standard, un- 
varying format. 

3. “Written” meaning that each message is written out and re- 
tained after handling (typically one year). 

4. ARES provides tactical communications and NTS provides 
medium and long-haul circuits. 

B. Why handle traffic? 

1. Emergency communications is one foundation for the exist- 
ence of amateur radio (DXing and technical advancement 
are the others). 

2. It provides a purpose and direction to our ‘‘hobby.”’ (SERV- 
ICE is a better term.) 

3. It’s a painless way to polish operating techniques. 

4. Traffic handling provides the only daily, positive public con- 
tact for amateur radio. 

5. The opportunity to rub shoulders with the best operators, 
develop new friendships and experience the camaraderie 
between traffic ops. 
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Part Two 
MESSAGE CONSTRUCTION 
A. The radiogram form is the basic tool for every traffic opera- 
tor. 
1. Pads of 70 message blanks are available from ARRL or any 
ham radio store. 
2. Use this official form until completely familiar with format 
and various parts of the message. 
3. Ops handling high volumes of traffic use less expensive 
paper . ..scratch paper, index cards, computer paper, etc. 
B. The preamble. 
1. Number — Start with number 1 the first of the year and 
number consecutively. 
2. Precedence. 
a. EMERGENCY is an imminent life and death situation, 
very rare, and always spelled out. 
b. PRIORITY (P) means time value to the message text . . 
. normal during disasters, occasional use during other 
times. 
c. WELFARE (W) are inquiries or replies to/from 
friends/relatives in a disaster area. 
d. ROUTINE (R) where time is not of any real importance. 
Used on 99.9 percent of all traffic. 
3. Handling instructions. 
a. Optional with the originating station only. 
b. Normally instructions for the delivering station. 
c. HXE (originate return message) and HXG (if delivery 
expense involved — cancel) are the most common. 
4. Station of origin. Call of the amateur who first put the mes- 
sage on the air. 
5. Check. Check the number of words, letter/number groups 
and punctuation in the text. 
a. ARL in front of the check figure indicates an ARL num- 
bered radiogram in text. 
6. Place of origin. Location of the originator. 
7. Filing time. Optional. Use ZULU time (UTC). 
8. Date. Date of origination. Year is not required. 
C. Theaddress. 
1. Complete name including call-sign, if any. 
2. Complete street address including zip code. 
3. Telephone number including area code. 
. Text. Limit to 25 words including X as punctuation. 
. Signature. Name only. ‘‘Love,”’ ‘‘73,” etc., are part of the text. 
Parts three and four to follow next month.

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FLORIDA ARMY M.A.R.S. NEWS

Florida Army MARS members were off to an early start on 
Saturday, August 24th — especially in the Panhandle where the 
Central Time Zone prevails. 

The Region Four Director called a recall drill for the entire 
region at 1200Z thus pre-empting the normal net for the two hours 
which followed. This recall, unlike the earlier Florida drill, had 
been announced. This is an unusual step. Guidelines normally call 
for a recall drill to be unannounced. (A printer error in last 
month’s column stated ‘‘announced’’ instead of the ‘‘unan- 
nounced”’ that was in the original text.) 

The answer to the call by Florida Army MARS was out- 
standing and the technique shown by the Florida Army MARS 
members reflect the expertise that the operators have developed 
through the experience and training that is a hallmark of the 
Florida Army MARS program. 

To the uninitiated bystander, the idea of Big Foot operating in 
the Ocala area might bring a vision of some huge hairy monster 
roaming the countryside. To thousands of soldiers who served in 
Saudi Arabia, Big Foot was the gratefully accepted link to home 
and loved ones. Big Foot, of course, is the big rhombic antenna 
that spans several acres in Ocala. Its huge footprint in Saudi 
Arabia left no doubt as to its power and reliability of tran- 
smission. It and the transceivers, amplifier and phone patch 
equipment make up the Army MARS Statio, AAR4CSS, whose 


phone patch count is rapidly approaching 15,000. 

MARS operators in the Saudi stations had connected successfully with Big Foot 
using a wide variety of small portable antennas. Having returned to the United States, 
these operators were anxious to see the installation at Ocala and to meet the Ocala 
operators with whom they had been working. 

Five of those operators had the opportunity to come to Ocala and to meet many of the 
Ocala operators and support personnel this summer at a special reception. The 
reception was held in honor of the Saudi operators, but the honor, of course, flows both 
ways. 

Both the Saudi operators and the Ocala operators did a great job. The Ocala 
operators are still doing a great job. The station is still operating phone patch traffic. 
They handle phone patch traffic from Germany during the day and phone patch traffic 
from Saudi Arabia during the evening. Until recently, the station was in operation 24 
hours a day. They have only recently reduced their hours to 9:00 a.m. to9:00p.m., every 
day. 

At the reception itself, about 100 local operators and guests welcomed the five Saudi 
operators and their families. The Silver Springs Amateur Radio Club is the chief 
sponsor of the station and supplies its operators and support people. They also spon- 
sored the reception with help from many local businesses. The welcoming guest list 
reflected the important support which is provided by Marion County, United Telephone 
(U.S. Sprint) and the Florida Power Company. 

We, in MARS, express our thanks to these fine people and all others who have par- 
ticipated in any way in this venture. 

Brent Cadwallader, AAT3VSW/AEMBVV, one of the Saudi operators, had expected 
the AAR4CSS Station to be much larger. He was surprised that it is housed in a small 
single-wide mobile home which is dwarfed by the huge rhombic to which it is attached. 
He was impressed by the giant-sized service which has emanated from the installation. 

Rusty Hale, AAT3VSW/AEMBVV, was eagerly awaited by members of the Silver 
Springs Radio Club. Those operators were responsible for finding him in order to tell 
him that he had become a new father. 

Jim Moffatt, AEM3XO, admitted that Ocala was a strange name to be heard in the 
Saudi desert. It took phonetic spelling to clarify this name to one who was unfamiliar 
with it. He soon came to know several of the operators quite well. 

No comments were reported from John Finlay, AAT3VSW/AEM3VV/KC4KUG nor 
were any forthcoming from Kevin Snyder, AEM3USN/KB4WCL, It is known, however, 
that they, with their three companions, enjoyed the reception and the honors and 
awards which were well deserved.

THE PANHANDLE AT A GLANCE 
By ‘‘Matt’’ Matthew, KC4RKJ 

I attended a presentation by an ARRL staff member at the 
Jacksonville Hamfest. During his ‘presentation he got on the topic 
of the no-code license and made the comment that they can 
hardly print enough of the ‘‘Now You’re Talking”’ booklet to keep 
up with the demand. It apparently is an ARRL budget balancer in 
itself. 

Using statistics based upon the W5YI report, last year an 
average of 2,315 licenses per month were being issued. In the two 
months prior to July over 10,000 new hams joined the amateur 
ranks. The ranks of the technicians rose 10-fold over April and 
May of 1990. What would happen if they reduce the code 
requirement for general to 10 words per minute and extra to 15 
words per minute? 

Many amateurs were deeply concerned about the bands 
turning into advanced CB frequencies. Well, I talked to Hoss, 
N4SIS, who is a local official observer, and he said, ‘‘So far, so 
good.’’ Let’s give the new members to the ham bands a helping 
hand and set a good example for all to follow.

During a communications emergency or any. time 
amateur radio frequencies are being used in support of an © 
emergency situation, these operating guidelines must. 
apply: 

Listen 
1. Transmit only when directed by a disaster net dota 
station of station in the disaster area. 
Monitor 
2. Monitor W1AW for timely bulletins. 
Hold 

3. Hold off on health and welfare (H&W) traffic. Don’t 

clog primary disaster frequencies by trying to force H&W 

traffic into the disaster area. 

Control 

4. Control of the communications situation belongs with 
amateurs in the affected area. Act according to their in- 
structions.. 

5. It is the responsibility of the Red Cross to manage the 

H&W traffic function. We support the Red Cross com- 

munications network, not the other way around. Contact 

your local Red Cross Chapter to establish local systems for 
handling H&W traffic.

The following was forwarded by George, KC4RUW: 

Do you know where the word ‘‘ham”’ came from? 

The word ‘“‘HAM”’ was applied in 1908 and represented the call 
letters of one of the first amateur wireless stations operated by — 
some members of the Harvard Radio Club. They were Albert

advanced class frequencies, but the extra and advanced class 
sure use the general’s because that’s where all their friends are. 
Even though the extra class voice portion of the band is the most 
sparsely occupied part of the bands. 

Iam sure you know someone that is a lower class operator who 
has operated in the higher class portions of the bands. As a matter 
of fact, there are even non-licensed operators who use all these 
frequencies with impunity. The reason being that even the FCC 
cannot tell the difference between the classes unless they check 
each call individually. Yet, most of the law abiding amateurs stay 
and fight for room in their portion of the bands. ~ 

Come on, let’s give everyone a break. Let’s allow ali general, 

advanced and extra class operators use of all the voice spectrum 
allowed. This would also free the FCC from tracking down those 
whose privileges don’t allow operation in certain portions of the 
band. This would also allow the general a chance to use some of 
the unused frequencies of the extra and advanced class, and give 
them more room to operate in. 

Incentive licensing was a great idea, but it was carried to 
extremes. I still feel that those with special skills should be 
rewarded with extra privileges when possible. Let’s also give the 
FCC what it has been asking for, less classes of licenses. Let’s 
create one general class license, with endorsements, like the 
commercial tickets. Let’s give the extra class operators a high- 
speed CW endorsement and use of the extra class CW frequencies. 
This would eliminate the extra and advanced class of license, and 
also segregation. 

I can hear the amateur book publishers screaming from here. 
The reason is obvious. They think they will lose money. However, 
at the present time, they have the no-code and the handicapped 
books that will take up the slack. I believe that the only reason 
that doing away with these two classes hasn’t been forthcoming 
before, is the money interests and lobbying efforts of the book 
publishers in Washington, DC. 

Why should the rest of the amateur community have to put up 
with this disparage on the frequencies, just to line someone’s 
pocket with money? Of course I expect to be laughed at and 
shouted down by them, but I think that the amateurs should be 
given what is good for the majority of the amateurs, regardless of 
who loses money. The Amateur Radio Service is not supposed to 
be a money-making service or to even facilitate the business or 
commercial interests of any individual or organization. 

If the amateurs would like something like this to happen they 
are going to have to be the ones that will have to fight for it and 
force it to happen. Only you, the amateur, can make this happen. 
This will require a lot of letters to be written to the FCC and to the 
representatives and senators of our Congress. It’s not going to be 
easy to bring this about. The book publishers have a lot of money 
and clout. Even a paid lobbyist is in Washington for one of the 
book publishers, so don’t expect it to be a pushover because you 
think it’s a good idea. 

If you start writing now, possibly by the time the WARC 92 
rolls around, it will be considered. Once again, only you, the 
amateurs, can write enough letters to make this possible. Write a 
letter to your congressman and send a copy to the FCC. Don’t wait 
for someone else to do it because they are waiting on you to do it. 
Send it now.

D.X. PACKETCLUSTER 
By Tom Lewis, N4TL 

The PacketCluster™ uses commands that are different than 
other packet bulletin boards. This can be confusing to some users 
that use the other BBS systems more than the PacketCluster. 

The PacketCluster provides on-line help for users. To access 
this help, enter HELP by itself. This will provide some system 
information and some command formats. The ‘‘Show”’ command 
is used to show many different things. It is used to show DX and 
WWYV that have been entered into the system. It is also used to 
access various data bases that have been added, like the QSL 
data base. 

SHOW /DX: built in data base. 

SHOW/WWYV-: built in data base. 

SHOW /QSL: added data base. 

The first two commands will provide the last five entries for 
either of the data bases. The third command will provide help 
information on how to access QSL information. So their operation 
is different, which can be confusing to a new user. To access the 
QSL data base the above comamnd has to be followed by a DX 
call, like this, SHOW/QSL CE3ESS. DX is entered into the system 
like this: 


DX (freq) (DXcall) (comments). 

Where the frequency is in KHz. The system will add the date, 
time and your call. To add new QSL information use UP- 
DATE/NEWQSL and follow the instructions that are given. 
Before adding QSL information to the system, do a SHOW/QSL 
(DXCALL) first to see if the information is already there. 

This shows that adding DX and QSL information to the system 
is quite different even though both data bases are accessed by the 
SHOW command.

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Hyman, Bob Almy and Peggie Murray. At first, they called their 
station Hyman-Almay-Murray, but I am sure you can understand 
why it soon resulted in a change to Hy-Al-Mu. 

In early 1909 some confusion resulted between the Hy-Al-Mu 
and a Mexican ship named, ‘‘Myalmo”’ so they decided to use only 
the first letter of each name and identified their station as HAM. 
(Remember, in those days amateur operators picked their own 
frequencies and call letters.) 

At that time some amateurs had better signals than many 
commerical stations. The resulting interference came to the 
attention of Congress in Washington and much thought was given 
to legislation designed to limit amateur activity. 

In 1911, Albert Hyman chose the controversial Wireless 
Regulation Bill as the topic of his thesis at Harvard. His in- 
structor insisted that a copy be sent to Senator David Walsh, a 
member of a committee hearing the bill. The Senator was so 
impressed that he sent for Mr. Hyman to appear before the 
committee. 

Mr. Hyman was put on the stand and described how the 
amateur station, HAM, was built. Emotionally he told the 
crowded committee room that if the bill went through, they would 
have to close up the station because they could not afford the 
license fees and other requirements which were set up in the bill. 
During the debate the little station, HAM, became a symbol for all 
the amateur stations in the country. 

To make a long story short, amateurs were saved from the 
menace and greed of the big commercial stations who didn’t want 
them around.
